8. (TV\\ICE AMENDED) An attachment structure for attaching a motor to a battery, 
comprising: 

a motor incldding a motor unit having first and second electrode terminals and a 
cylindrical case for covering and securing the motor unit, 

wherein the cylindrical case includes a large case body having a cylindrical conductive 
portion which is directly electrically connected to the first electrode terminal, and a small case 
body directly connectea to the second electrode terminal; and 

a battery for drivmg the motor, 

wherein the first and second electrode terminals of the motor, are each connected to 
corresponding electrodes W the battery through only conductive members, respectively.

portion which is directly eleqtrically connected to the first electrode terminal, and a small case 
body directly connected to tne second electrode terminal; and 

a battery for diiving the motor, 

wherein the second electrode terminal of the motor is connected to a first 
electrode of the battery througn only a conductive member, and the large case body is 
connected to a second electroae of the battery directly.
